B. M. Jewell, leader of the shop- 
men, today served formal notice on 
the Railroad Labor Board that a 
strike call had been issued ‘‘on all 
railroads and Pullman operating de- 
partment local lodges of the six 
shop crafts.” 

At the offices of «ne Labor Board, 
it was stated that section 313 of 
the Transportation Act of 1920 gives 
the Labor Board power to cite na- 
tional officials and deputies of labor 
organiaztions. 

The section, as made public at the 
office of the labor board reads: 

‘The Labor Board, in case it has 
reason to believe that any decision 
of the Labor Board, or of an ad- 
justment board, is being violated by 
any carrier or employe or subordin- 
ate official or organiaztion thereof, 
may upon tis own volition after 
due notice and hearing to all persons 
directly interested in such violation, 
determien whether in its opinion 
such violation has occurred and 
make public its decision in such 
manner as it may determine.”’ 

B. M. Jewell declared he person- 
ally would attend the meeting called 
by the Labor Board “only under pro- 
test,"’ and that he could not speak 
for the six shop craft presidents 
until he had consulted them. Sev- 
eral of them are said to be on their 
way to their headquarters to direct 
strike operations.

ASSASSINS OF RATHENAU 
KNOWN TO BERLIN POLICE 


Murder Coniesiieeed by Three Men, All Said to Be 
Members of Monarchistic Organization— 
Driver and Owner of Auto Arrested. 


By the Associateqd Press. 

BERLIN, June 29.—The driver of 
the motor car which carried the 
murderers of Dr. Walther Ratne- 
nau when the German Foreign Min- 
ister was assassinated last Saturday 
has been arrested near Frankfort- 
50 miles from Berlin, 
the police announced today. Tic 
owner of the car also has been ap- 
prehended. 

The police officially announced 
that the murderers of Dr. Rathenau 
were Ernest Werner Techow of Bel- 
line; Fischer, alias Vogel, a Sax2n, 
and Knauer, alias Koener, or Kern, 
of Mecklenburg. 

All the men are said to be metn- 
bers of the monarchist organization 
“consul” and former members of the 
brigade of Capt. Ehrhardt, who last 
year planned the overthrow of tne 
Ebert Government and whose name 
was mentioned in connection with 
the assassination of Mathias Erz- 
berger. 

There were uproarious scenes in 
the Bavarian Diet today when the 


members of the Left protested viz- 
orously and all the ‘Socialists quit 
the chamber in protest against the 
Pan-German speeches adversely crit- 
icising President Ebert's decree pre- 
scribing measures for the protection 
of the republic.

FAVORABLE REPORT 
ON RIVERS BLL: 


Senate Committee Recommends 


House Plans, With 
Amendments, 3 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 
Senate Commerce Committee today 
ordered a favorable report on the 
big rivers and harbors development 
bill after adding to the House meas- 
more than a score of amend- 
ments to authorize development of 
surveys. 

Numerous projects, as well as new 
surveys, were ordered for the Missi«e- 
sippi River, including a survey of 
the west bank of the river to deter- 
mine the practicability of a harbor 
at St. Paul, Minn. The committee 
also added an amendment giving the 
Mississippi River Commission juritse- 
diction over the river as far north 
as Cairo, TL 

The committee did not compute 
the cost of the authorizations, eithet 
as to the amount involved tn the 
new projects or estimates as to the 
probable costs resulting from work 
that later may be undertaken as & 
result of surveys ordered by the bill.

| tory, was fought to a decisive con- 
ray one that vitally affected the

lins and bows and arrows, while the 
battle of Jutland, the greatest naval 
battle of history in point of destruc- 
tive power of the ships engaged, 
came to such an indecisive finish that 
both sides claimed the victory. 

Comparatively speaking, the arch- 
ers and javelin throwers of the 
Greeks did far more damage to the 
forces under Xerxes than the gun- 
ners in the modern sea behemoths 
of the British did to the Germans.

Lepanto broke 
acy which the Turkish 
long held on the sea 
Breakup of Philip's Armada. 

The vear 1588 was marked by the 
breakup, under the buffeting of 
storms and of English guns, of the 
great armada sent against England 
by Philip of Spain. Sixty galleons— 
top-lofty vessels that looked more 
terrifying than they were—formed 
the backbone of a fleet of abouf 139 
ships, carrying 8000 sallors and 19.,- 
000 troops. The British mustered 
about 197 craft of all descriptions, of 
which about 140 had a share in the 
fighting. They were of smaller av- 
erage tonnage than the Spanish 
ships, but were better armed and 
manned. Only 50 of Philip’s ves- 
sels succeeded limping into their 
home ports. 

From the lessons learned 
campaign grew an entirely 
system of tactics in naval 
The broadside firing of the 
which had wrought havoc 
the Spanish vessels, soon became 
universal, and the ascendancy of sail 
propulsion over oars was never again 
questioned. The campaign again il- 
lustrated the truth, according to Ste- 
vens and Westcott, “that fortune 
favors the beHigerent quicker to for- 
sake outworn methods and to devel- 
op skill in the use of new weapons.” 

Nelson at Trafalgar. 

Skipping the intervening years to 
1805, we come to the full flowering 
of the genius of the great Nelson at 
Trafalgar, where 27 British ships de.

and Spanish. It was Trafalgar 
that Nelson gave his famous mes- 
sage, “England expects that every 
man will do his duty,” and there 
was written in the log of his flag- 
ship, “A victory having been report- 
ed to the Rt. Hon. Viscount Nelson, 
he died of his wound.’ The victory 
was decisive in freeing England 
from the threat invasion by Na- 
poleon.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 298.-— 
Common law business trusts ought 
ts; be abolished, J. G. Hughes.

Hughes added, however, that he 
doubted whether that could be done, 
but pointed out that strict regula- 
tion, much after the fashion in which 


corporations are regulated in Mis- 
souri, might better the situation if 
it did not cure it. 

Hughes said that there are tour 
big objections to business trusts, 
of which a large number have been 
formed in Missouri within the last 


two years to perform functions 
previously those only of corpora- 
tions. These objections, Hughes 
stated, were: “First, that common 


law trusts are organized almost in- 
variably to escape responsibility to 
some iaw. They are organized 
without capital. The investors have 
nothing to say about the operation 
of the trusts, no voice whatever 
which corresponds to the vote which 
a stockholder has in a corporation. 
And title to the property of the 
trust remains vested in it until 21 
years after the death of the sur- 
viving trustee.’ 
Variety of Measures Considered. | 
The committee was considering @ 
variety of measures applying to 
banks and business. among others 
two proposals, one by J. W. Alexz- 


ander of Gdlatin and one by J. H. 
Conrath of Jefferson City, both of 
which seek to have the term “cor- 
poration,” as used in the Constitu- 
tion, “construed to include all joint 
stock companies, associations or 
business trusts having powers or 
privileges not possessed by indi- 
viduals or partnerships.” 

Proponents of these proposed re- 
strictions are of the opinion that in 
many instances persons desiring to 
do things formerly done by corpora- 
tions form common law trusts so 
escape the responsibilities which le 
upon such organizations under the 
State laws, and if these refugees 
from those laws which they new find 
under common law trusts were re- 
moved there no longey would be in- 
ducement in them. 

Ben Brinkman of 8t. Louls, a del- 
egate, who was one of those early 
interested in the Lincoln Housing 
Trust in St. Louis, asked Hughes if 
his objections would be met by giy- 
ing a vote to holders of the trust 
certificates which usually are sold 
by common law trusts in Meu of 
stock. Hughes said that they would 
partly, but that then the trust no 
longer would be a trust, but woele 
be something else.

E HAVE seen how, during | greatest possible benefit to their re- 


spective countries. They reasoned 
that both gold and silver were actual 
wealth. Therefore they believed 
that the‘country with the largest 
supply of actual cash in the vaults 
of its treasury and its banks was at 
the same time the richest country. 
And since money meant armies, it 
followed that the richest country 
was also the most powerful and 
could rule the rest of the world. 

We call this system the “mercan- 
tile system,” and it was accepted 
with the same unquestioning faith 


with which the early Christians be- 
lieved in miracies and many of the 
present-day American business men 
believe in the tariff. In practice, 
the mercantile system worked out (8 
follows: To get the largest surplus 
of precious metals a country must 
have a favorable balance of export 
trade. If you can export more te 
your neighbor than he exports — 
your own country, he will owe you 
money and will be obliged to send 
you some of his gold. Hence you 
gain and he loses. As a result of 
this creed, the economic program of 
almost every seventeenth century 
state was as follows: 

1. Try to get possession of as 
many precious metals as you can, 
2. Encourage foreign trade 

preference to domestic trade. 

3. Encourage those ind ‘ 
which change raw materials Into @x- 
portable finished products. on 

4. Encourage a large population, 
for you will need workmen for your 
factories and an agricultural com- 
munity does not raise enough work- 
men.
